COLLISION AT SEA. 

Information of a disastrous collision has 
been received at Liverpool. T'he vessels which 
came into collision werethesteamer Bellenden 
and the Italian ue Elvira Ardisson. Tho 
disaster happened ut 120 miles off Sicilly. 
lt seems that about three o'clock in the 
morning, during a fog, the vessela came into 
collision, the sailing vessel being struck just 
abaft the foremast, tho steamer's bow going 
nearly half-way through her. Fora moment 
or two tho vessels were locked together, 
and in backing out the anchor of the iJellenden 
caught one of tbe ropes of the Elvira Ardis- 
son, and for a second or two was held fast. 
Just then one of the Elvira Ardisson's masts 
came down with a terrific crash, and in its 
descent it fell on one of tho seamen, an 
Italian, and killed him instantly. While the 
vessels were together some of the crew, in- 
eluding the captain, of the Elvira Ardisson, 
clambered over the bows of the steamer. 
Aftor this a boat was lowered from the 
steamer and rescued the remainder of the 
crew, excepting the cook, who went 
down with tho barque. ‘The captain saw 
the cook just for a moment after tho 
collision, and then he suddenly dis- 
a peared. The Elvira Ardisson had a cargo 
oF coal, and when the vessels separated 
she rapidly eank, foundering in a couple of 
minutes. The cook who was drowned was 
also an Italian. The survivors, eight in all, 
included five Italians, two Germans, and one 
Greek. They were brought to Live l by 
the Bellenden, and were landed on Tuesday 
morning. ‘The Elvira Ardisson was a barque 
of 251 tons register, and was bound from 
Cardiff to South Ameri he Bellenden was 
from South America. e shipwrecked men 
on arrival at Liverpool were received at the 
local sailors' home. 


A VERY DANGEROUS CHILD. 

А eorrespondenco with regard to the recent 
extraordinary drowning case at Stoke-on- 
'Trent, has taken ges between Mr. John 
Booth, coroner for North Staffordshire, and 
the Home Secretary. The coroner,in his letter, 
stated that on the 19th August he held an 
inquest on the body of a boy named Potter, 
ago 3 years and 6 months, who had 
been drowned in the Newcastle branch 
canal, and that the evidence showed 
that ho had been pushed into the water by 
another boy na John Noakes, age 4 years 
and 6 months. It also appeared from tho 
evidence that this Noakes had on two 
previous occasions pushed children into the 
same canal, and it was authoritatively stated 
that Noakes, on the afternoon of the occur- 
rence under consideration tried to induce 
other children to go with him to the 
canal, and it was feared he would causo 
otbers to be drowned in the same way as 
Potter.
